tution, and therefore did not unitf m 
the vote for the first president. This 
was rather humbling to so important a 
state. 


The constitution ord.uned that the 


first congress was to contain sixty fave 
members. \ irginia was allowed ten, 
while Pennsylvania and Massachusetts 
each had eight. 
New York, however, 


was allotted only six, which was but 
one more than the quota of South Car- 
olina. 
A point of somo interest in tho 


history of this congress is found in the 
fact that the Virginia dolegition con- 
tained two future presidents—James 
Monioe and James Madison 
The tall 


form of Thomas Jefferson Wisalso seen 
m thu same building, Washington havs 
ing made him secretary of state. There, 


too. was seen the soldier-like Hamilton, 
who became secretary of the treasury, 
and who, to quote the words of Web 
gter. "touched tho dead corpse of public 
credit and it stood upon its feet."— 
Hamilton's devotion to the Union was 
illustrated by his planting thirteen fir 
trees before his country see t. 
He was 


in the full enthusiasm of early life, and 
beina thirty two, was tweu y five years

owed two hundred and forty six mil- 
lions en paper monoy, with scarcely a 
dollar with which to pay its debt. From 
a perusal of the articles of confedera- 
tion we are lod to believe that the na- 
tion did.not levy any dutiei, leaving 
that power to tho states 
Madison's 


bill brought a revenue of four and a 
half millions in two years, which at 
once made the government self support- 


ing.

It may not be uninteresting to the 


friends of the opposing candidates to 
congress in this district to call their 
attention to its vote in 1872 and in 
1874. 


In 1872 the total vote cast for presi- 


dent was 25,971, of which Grant re- 
ceived15,528 and Greoby 10,45-4— 
Grant's majority, 5,081. 


In 1874 the total vote cast for con- 


gressmen was 21,810, of which Cannon 
received 11,214 and Piokrell 10,683— 
Cannon's majority, 641. 


It will be noticed that the vote in 


1874 was 4,124 less than in 1872, and 
also that while Piekrell's vote was 159 
more than Greeley's, Cannon's vote in 
1874 was 4,271 less than 
Grant's two 


years before. As is usual in off years, 
more than 4,000 republican voters did 
not vote in 1874, 
involving the dis- 


trict in a narrow escape from loss to the 
party of the Union. This is the presi- 
dential year, all voters will turn out, 
and we predict that Hayes, Cullom and

4:30 this afternoon a lire broke out in 
Mnrphy'i oyster saloon, on Elm aven- 
ue, opposite the main exhibition build- 
ing, and. before it could be extinguished 
communicated to and destroyed proper- 
ty to the value of about $80,000. The 
flames spread east, west and south, con- 
suming the entire lot of buildings on 
Elm avenue, from the Transcontinental 
Hotel to the Rosa House, about twenty 
in all, including several variety shows, 
beer gardens, restaurants etc. These 
structures were all frama, one and two 
stories high. The fire spread back Irom 
Elm to Columbia avenue, taking in all 
the intervening property, including tke 
New England Hotel, a boarding-house 
and ice-cream saloon, and a restaurant, 
all two stories. The wildest excite- 
ment prevailed, both in and outside the 
centennial grounds. 
People flocked to 


the scene of the fire by thousands, and 
it is estimated that there-we at least CO, 
000 persons in the immediate vicinity. 
Tbe Transcontinental Hotel caught fire 
on the roof four different times, but the 
names were immediately extinguished. 
So intense was the heat that it scorched 
the paint on the turn-stiles at tbe en- 
trance gates of the Exhibition, requir- 
ing a stream to be played upon them 
and upon the southern side of the main 
exhibition building. A man 'if in cus- 
tody on suspicion of having sat th'e fite. 
The Rosa House was damaged $20,000 
and by the destruction of the New 
England House a loss of f 15,000 was 
sustained. 
Individual losses 
range 


from 81,000 to $6,000. 


LANCASTER, 0., September 9.—This 


city is enshrouded in gloom this even- 
ing owing to the deaths of Mr. Charlie 
Drinkle, George Fink and Cbas. Hoff- 


man, 
which occurred at the Hayes and 


Wheeler pole raising at the foot of 
Broadway. 
The pole was 250 feet 


long, and the raising began under the 
auspices of the railroad shop h .nis at 
5 o'clock, but it soon became evident 
that the facilities for raising were insuf- 
ficient, as a break occurred when tbe 
pole had been raised to an elevation of 
100 feet. 
The accident, however, in- 


jured no one, and a new splice was 
made and the raising continued. 
The 


second time the pole was erected to a 
height of 100 feet, and could be got no 
farther. 
Darkness was coming on and 


the men were working to complete the 
erection, whei tha ropes mapped and 
one of the derricks fell into the crowd, 
wounding Charlie Drinkle, Geo. Fink, 
Chas. Hoffman and George Martin.— 
Drinklo, Fink and Hoffman have since 
died, while Martin escaped with a bro- 
ken leg and some bad bruises. 
The 


wildest excitement is rife over the re- 
port that tho ropes were cut, but the 
truth of this rumor is doubtful, as the 
crowd was very orderly and peaceably 
disposed. 
Charlie Drinkle was a rising 


and promising member of tho Lancaster 
bar and a brother of H. C. Drinkle, 
Esq., while Fink and Hoffman were 
honest, hard-working young men.— 
Senator Burns, who was addressing a 
large audience in tha city hall, dismiss 
ed the meeting on reception of the ter- 
rible news, and the city is now over- 
whelmed with worrow.
